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MARCH FROM SELMA TO 
MONTGOMERY, ALABAMA, 
COMMENCING MARCH 21, 1965 


The inarch from Selma to Montgomery, Alabama, was delayed 
yesterday, apparently by waiting for those who were to lead the 
procession. They actually started out from Brown's Chapel A. M. E. 
Church in Selma at 12:46 p. m. local time. 


Regular Army troops covered the line of march to the 
outskirts of Selma; however, when the marchers crossed the Edmund 
Pettus Bridge over the Alabama River, they came under the protective 
control of Federalized units of the Alabama National Guard.

Highway 80, which is the route the marchers are taking to 
Montgomery, is a divided four-lane highway for the first ten miles from 
Selma. The eastbound lanes of the highway were reserved for the 
marchers, and what would normally be the westbound lanes of traffic 
were used for automobiles traveling in both directions. It is estimated 
that approximately 2,900 individuals began the inarch. r 

The group arrived at the farm of Davi&<g?&ll, a Negro, at 
approximately 5:10 p. m. Central Standard Time, where approximately 
300 marchers encamped for the night. The marchers were returned by 
bus and truck to a train pick-up point at Tyler, Alabama. Arrangements 
were made by the marchers with the Western Railroad oTAlabama to \ 
transport these marchers from Tyler back to Selma during the eveningv 
of March 21, 1965. \ 

Shortly after departure of this train from Montgomery, Alabama, 
en route to the pick-up point, an anonymous telephone call was received 
at the Union Station ticket office in Montgomery advising that this train ! 


Beimam_was to be blown up. The train was contacted by radio and stopped 15 
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miles east of Montgomery and instructions given to the crew to examine 
each trestle and bridge en route. The train reached Tyler, Alabama, 
without incident. Army personnel made a search of the right of way and 
then provided guards at all trestles and bridges.• t; 3

Later, two white males with Confederate flags on their 
car were stopped by the Selma Police Department. ;;

”A leader of the Mississippi Freedom Party called 
Monday night for a Chicago boycott of goods manufactured in 
Alabama and Mississippi. 

’’Speaking before a civil rights rally at the 
Christ Methodist Church, 6401 S. Sangamon, the Rev. John 
E. Cameron said, *It won’t hurt the Negroes any because 
we don’t have good jobs down there to lose anyway.* 

”’If you can commit yourself and let your wisdom 
become a contagious force in Chicago, it will not be neces¬ 
sary for children to starve in Mississippi and Alabama,* he 
said. 


”The Rev. Mr. Cameron, a Hattiesburg (Miss.) 
minister, praised President Johnson’s congressional 
message. ’He finally caught the spirit of the freedom 
movement. He used the symbol of justice when I heard 
him say, ”We shall overcome.”* 

”The church rally was held to obtain funds to 
send a 10-man delegation to Selma, Ala., Vednesday.”

W.E.B. DU BOIS CLUBS OF AMERICA 



A source has advised that on October 26-27, 1963, 
a conference of members of the Communist Party (CP), Including 
National Functionaries, met in Chicago, Illinois, for the 
purpose of setting in motion forces for the establishment of 
a new national Marxist-oriented youth organization which would 
hunt for the most peaceful transition to socialism. The 
delegates to this meeting were cautioned against the germ of 
anti-Soviet and anti-CP ideologies. These delegates were also 
told that it would be reasonable to assume that the young 
socialists attracted into this new organization would eventu¬ 
ally pass into the CP itself. 


A second conference of over 20 persons met in 
Chicago on December 28-29, 1963, for the purpose of initiating 
a "call” to the new youth organization and planning for a 
founding convention to be held in June, 1964. 

A second source has advised that the founding con¬ 
vention for the new youth organization was held from June 19-21, 
1964, at 150 Golden Gate Avenue, San Francisco, California, at 
which time the name W. E. B. Du Bois Clubs of America was adopted. 
Approximately 500 delegates from throughout the United States 
attended this convention. The aims of this organization, as 
set forth in the preamble to the constitution, are, "It is our 
belief that this nation can best solve its problems in an 
atmosphere of peaceful co-existence, complete disarmament and 
true freedom for all peoples of the world, and that these 
solutions will be reached mainly through the united efforts of 
all democratic elements in our country, composed essentially 
of the working people allied in the unity of Negroes and other 
minorities with whites. We further fully recognize that the 
greatest threat to American democracy comes from the racist 
and right wing forces in coalition with the most reactionary 
sections of the economic power structure, using the tool of 
anti-communism to divide and destroy the unified struggle of 
the working people. As young people in the forces struggling 
for democracy, we shall actively strive to defeat these 
reactionary and neo-fascist elements and to achieve complete 
freedom and democracy for all Americans, thus enabling each 
individual to freely choose and build the society he would 
wish to live in. Through these struggles we feel the American 
people will realize the viability of the socialist alternatives."

The constitution further states that this new 
organization shall be a membership organization open to 
individuals or if five or more people so desire a chapter can 
be formed which shall in turn be guided by the policies and 
principles of the parent organization. 

The second source has also advised that at the 
founding convention it was voted that the organization should 
be temporarily headquartered in San Francisco, California, 
although no specific physical location was decided upon. This 
same source advised on June 29, 1964 that the temporary head¬ 
quarters of this organization is 1007 McAllister Street, San 
Francisco, which is the headquarters of the W. E. B. DuBois 
Club of San Francisco. 

Both sources have advised that at the founding 
convention, two officers were elected: 


PHILIP CHAPIN DAVIS, President, and 

CARL ELLENGSR BLOICfi, Publications Chairman.

The third day of the march resumed at 8:23 a. m., 

March 23, 1965, with the marchers being hampered by heavy 
showers throughout the day. Reverend Andrew J. Young, Executive 
Director, Southern Christian Leadership Conference (SCLC), in the 
absence of Reverend Martin Luther King, Jr., who was la Cleveland, 
Ohio, directed the $roup.

This property is located approximately thirty-two miles 
from Selma, Alabama, on Highway 80. Due to die heavy rain, the 
campsite was a field of mud and the grbup spread dtraw and hay 
under their tents. 

The marchers are scheduled to encamp on the grounds 
of 8L Jade’s, a Catholic Institutioa, which is located near the 
Montgomery, Alabama, city limits on the night of March 24, 1965.

Georgia. It was alleged that the train crew had been threatened and, 
therefore, would not take these persons to Montgomery. jSome 
members of this group were afraid to go by bus as they felt they 
would be susceptible to Violence by this mode of travel. 


Inquiry determined that these persons arrived in Atlanta 
via Southern Railroad and were to proc eed to Mont gomery. Alabama 
via Atlanta and West Point Railroad.

Floyd Patterson and others will go to Montgomery, Alabama, on 
March 24, 1965, to join the march. 

On the same date, a second source advised that Clarence 
Jones and Stanley Levison, New York City attorneys, and frequent 
advisors to Reverend Mr. King, conferred concerning the march. 

The source advised that Levison asked if he could go to Montgomery, 
Alabama, on March 25, 1965, with the Americans for Democratic 
Action group and Jones replied that it would be all right. 

For your information, Stanley Levison is a long-time 
communist whose secret membership in the Communist Party, USA, 
has been established as recently as 1963. Jones during the mid- 
1950's held a position of leadership in the Labor Youth League, 
an organisation which has been designated as subversive pursuant 
to Executive Order 10450. 

On March 23, 1965, information was received that anonymous 
bomb threats were received by the Grey stone Hotel, Montgomery, 
Alabama. Immediate investigation was instituted, and it was determined 
that an unknown person telephonlcally contacted the hotel on March 22, 
1965,' asking If the hotel bad a reservation for Reverend Martin Luther 
King. When a negative reply was given, the caller said, "You had 
better not or we'll put a bomb in there," and hung up. Two other 
similar telephone calls were received by the hotel the latest being at 
1:00p.m., March 23, 1965.

Appropriate local and military authorities have been advised 
of these threats. - *--- .. - - • . 
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The most recent Information received from our field 
offices reveals that approximately ll,000people are en route 
or anticipate going td Montgomery, Alabama, tor the final days 
of the march.

As of 10 a.m. CST, 400 regular Army troops were 
in the downtown area of Selma manning the street corners 
preparatory to the march. Colonel Paul D. O*Donnell has 
advised that regular Army troops will afford coverage of 
the marchers while they are in the City of Selma. O*Donnell 
stated these troops will parallel the marchers on the 
streets immediately parallel to Broad Street in Selma down 
which the Negroes will march. They will cover the marchers 
in this manner until the marchers reach the Edmund Pettus 
Bridge at which point the Federalized Alabama National

The National Guard will have responsibility for 
th e marc hers for the duration of the march.

Inspector Sullivan advised that the march had just 
gotten underway and that the marchers were being afforded 
coverage by regular Army troops. Regular Army troops were to 
cover the marchers through the City of Selma and coverage of 
the marchers was to be turned over to the Federalized Alabama 
National Guard when the marchers crossed the Edmund Pettus Bridge. 


Two of the four lanes of Highway 80 have been blocked 
off to accommodate the marchers. No traffic problem is 
anticipated as a result of the action since the other two lanes 
which previously had been for one-way traffic are now being used 
for two-way traffic; 


Organizers of the march were shaping the marchers in 
rows of eight to ten persons, and it is estimated that 2,000 
to 2,500 individuals will participate in the march.

A number of cars bearing "redneck” signs protesting 
the march were observed by Agents on the other side of the 
Edmund Pettus Bridge.

Reverend Martin Luther King, Jr., and approximately 350 
to 400 marchers resumed their trek on Highway 80 from Selma to 
Montgomery, Alabama, at 8:04 a. m. Central Standard Time on 
March 22, 1965. Several United States Army staff cars were observed 
at the head of the column. 


United States Army authorities advised that late Sunday night, 
March 21, 1965, the leaders of the march complained that the United 
States Armed Forces assigned to accompany the marchers "couldn’t be 
seen. ” Army officials advised they were under orders to maintain an 
all-night vigil but to remain "out of sight. " However, after receiving 
Mis complaint, they ordered the forces under their command to be 
r-.ore obvious. 


At 9:37 a. m., a United States Army Bomb Demolition Unit 
took a position at the head of the column. 


At 10:45 a. m., a Piper Cub airplane flew over the marchers 
roping leaflets which were sponsored by the Wh ite Citizens for Action 
Committee, a defunct segregationist organization

ing a rest stop at approximately 11 a. m., Reverend 


Auc rew Yeung, Southern Christian Leadership Conference, told the 


marchers that when they reached the two-lane highway the group would 
ue ..ut to 300. The Negro marchers objected stating it was "a Negro 
march;" they wanted to walk the entire distance; and if anyone was to 
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be dropped from the march, it should be the white people. 

Reverend Mr. Young replied that it would be impossible to drop the 
white people because the military and the United States Government 
would give better protection with white people present and also that 
it would be "unfair" to delete them as they have been in the civil 
rights movement since the beginning. 


At 2:15 p. m., it was determined that 308 marchers, 
including 22 white persons, continued the march. The group arrived 
ai a 15-acre farm owned by Mrs. Rosie Steele, a Negro, which is 
located approximately 22 miles from Selma, Alabama, on Highway 80, 
at 5:45 p. m. where they spent the night. 


Reportedly the marchers were scheduled to resume their 
march at 7:30 a. m. on March 23, 1965, and are scheduled to spend 
the night or. property owned by Mr. A. G. Gaston, a motel owner of 
Birmingham, Alabama. This property is located in Lowndes County 
approximately 32 miles from Selma, Alabama, on Highway 80. 



Small groups from various parts of the country continue to 
leave for Montgomery to join the final stage of the march on Thursday, 
March 25, 1965. 


On March 22, 1965, a second source advised that Bayard 
Rustin and Walter Fauntroy, Southern Christian Leadership Conference 
representative, Washington, D. C., conferred regarding a meeting of 
civil rights leaders which was believed to have taken place in 
Washington, D. C., on March 21, 1965, to discuss pending voting 
rights legislation. Mr. Rustin said the objectives agreed to were 
abolishment of, the poll tax, broadening of voting coverage and the 
providing of protection against intimidation.

This source also advised that Reverend Mr. King will fly 
to Cleveland, Ohio, on March 23,. 1965, to fill an engagement but 
would return to the march on Wednesday, March 24, 1965. 

For your information, Bayard Rustin, a frequent adviser 
to King, is a former member of the Young Communist League, an 
organization which has been designated as subversive pursuant to 
Executive Order 10450. 

Brigadier General K. V. Gra'r.who is ir. command of 
military coverage of the march, advised that a young unidentified 
Negro boy came up to him and stated a man dressed in the garb of 
a clergyman said he was going to kill Reverend Martin Luther King, Jr. 
General Graham stated something diverted his attention; and when he 
turned around, the Negro boy had disappeared into the crowd of marchers. 
We are attempting to locate and interview this Negro boy. 

We will continue to cover every phase of this march and 
advise you promptly of pertinent developments.

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Relative to the forthcoming civil rights march from 
Montgomery, we called Inspector Sullivan yesterday and pointed out b"?C 
that Bureau agents are not to furnish any protection; however, inasmuch 
as this march is under a Federal court order, any interference with 
lit or violence connected with it, on the part of anyone—whether it bp 
the Governor, law enforcement officers, or citizens—can be construed 
as a violation of the instructions of the Federal Court, and hence 
the violators could be charged with obstruction of a court orde 


Undoubtedly the Bureau will be called on to produce evide 
showing the details of the obstruction for prosecutive purposes; 
therefore, Sullivan should immediately start planning as to the 
coverage to be afforded this march by Bureau agents.

It is noted that Judge Johnson instructed that the march begin 
between Friday, 3/19, and Monday, 3/22/65, and that it end in 
Montgomery on Tuesday, 3/23/65. Information from our confidential 
coverage in Atlanta yesterday showed that Martin Luther King plans 
to start this march at lp.m., Sunday, 3/21, and finish it in 
Montgomery on Thursday, 3/25/65. We are checking with the Department 
as to what effect the extension of this march beyond Tuesday, 3/23, 
will have under the court’s order. 

Our agents will cover this march in sufficient numbers to be 
able to observe any interference with it, and take photographs 
and start immediate investigation, including interviews, in the f 
event there is interference indicating a violation of the court / 
instructions.

I We are securing as soon as possible, through the Department 

and through Inspector Sullivan on the scene, all available data 
as to how the march is going to be launched, controlled and protected, 
and will govern our activities accordingly, with the view of carrying 
out our responsibilities. 

a Vie have been using approximately 50 agents in Selma and 

Montgomery, 38 of whom are in the Mobile territory on special. The 
number in each of these two cities varies in accordance with the 
amount of work at a given time. We are checking with Inspector 
Sullivan as to the exact number today and the number that will be 
needed for this march. If additional agents are needed they will be 
sent in. 

( Necessarily, we must have more facts on this march and the 
factors surrounding it before we can give the Director our specific 
plans. Agents will not participate in the march. However, we are 
considering agents in automobiles in the vicinity of the march, 
the possible use of a helicopter from which photographs can be taken 
of any disturbances, and agents in the areas paralleling and ahead of 
the march, in an effort to determine whether there is any build-up 
or activity directed toward the march. This is so that we will 
have advance notice of any possible trouble. In addition, all of 
our informants and sources are being alerted in advance to report 
any possible trouble. 


The Director may be assured we are giving this careful and 
close attention, and as soon as our plans are crystallized we will 
give them to the Director.

A check with all of our field offices reveals that 
a total number of 1,856 persons are already in Selma or 
actually have departed and are en route to Selma to participate 
in the march from Selma to Montgomery on March 21, 1965. These 
persons are representatives of various church, college and 
racial groups throughout the country and include b 9 th Negro 
and white. This figure also includes numerous individuals, 
such as ministers and teachers, who are in sympathy with the 
inarch. In addition to those known to be in Selma or as having 
departed for Selma, available information indicates that 63 
groups of similar composition totaling 1,011 in number are 
known to be going to Selma to participate. Reports received 
reflect that in addition to those known to be in Selma or 
going to Selma, more than 5,500 persons anticipate going.

He advised that information has come to his attention that one 
of the civil rights marchers from Selma to Montgomery drank some water 
from a tanker truck and became ill. He stated the Army had the water 
in the tank truck tested at a laboratory and found that the water was 
contaminated with creosote. He had no information as to the percentage 
of creosote in the water nor how sick the civil rights marcher was. He 
stated the Army requested the Bureau conduct the necessary investigation 
and he has Agents presently investigating the matter and will submit it 
to the Bureau under an appropriate caption.

Inspector Sullivan advised at 3:25 p. m. that the mar 
had proceeded to point about 15 miles east of Selma.

\ about another seven or eight miles to march before reaching 
{ campsite number two. The Reverend Martin Luther King, 
Reverend Ralph Abernathy and Reverend Andrew Young are 
still in front of the marchers. 


Sullivan advised that Major General Turner, who is in 
command of the Armed Forces down there, has periodicaUy 
appeared at the head of the marchers. Turner has on a few 
occasions alighted from his vehicle and marched along with the 
group foy& short distance. The marchers were joined by a 
bomb demolition unit during the morning. Several carloads 
of civil rights workers from the Brown's Chapel AME Church \ 

in Selma, Alabama, joined the marchers during the morning / 

and continued up to the spot where the four-lane highway merged 
into a two-lane highway. 

Sullivan advised that there was a little traffic confusion 
this imorning at the point where the road narrows to two lanes. 

The marchers were put in the left hand lane so as to face any 
oncoming traffic which traffic was, however, diverted. Vehicles 
carrying civil rights workers had been in the right hand lane as 
they proceeded slowly with the marchers causing traffic to back 
up in the fjgtt lane for a considerable distance.

The Negro marchers who were being cut complained 
that they should not be dropped from the march but that they should 
delete the white people as this was a "Negro march." Reverend Mr. 
Young stated that he could not eliminate all of the white people from 
the march as it was white people who had been in the civil rights 
movement with them and the white people give protection for the 
others. 


Martin Luther King according to reports is to remain 
with the marchers until tomorrow afternoon when he is to leave to 
attend a testimonial dinner. He is scheduled to rejoin the marchers 
tomorrow evening. 

The campsite selected for tonight is a 15-acre farm 
owned by a Negro woman, Rosa Steele. This property is adjacent 
to Highway 80 and is triangular in shape.

“They were mostly pushing- 
hitting a little with their clubs,” 
abe said. 

Ron Kennedy, another Urbana

of the police were “poking us 
in the stomach and hitting us on 
the shoulders with their clubs.” 

One of the marchers was 
struck in the mouth with a po¬ 
lice club he said, and was bleed¬ 
ing profusely.

Due to the heavy rain, the 
campsite was a field of mud and the group spread straw and hay 
under their tents. 

The marchers are scheduled to encamp on the grounds 
of St. Jude's, a Catholic institution, which is located near the 
Montgomery, Alabama, city limits on the night of March 24, 1965. 
Reverend Martin Luther King, Jr., is scheduled to rejoin the march 
on the morning of March 24, 1965.

At 3:10 a.m., March 24, 1965, information was received 
that a group of approximately 200 persons en route from Washington, 
D. C., to Montgomery, Alabama, by train was stranded in Atlanta, 
Georgia. It was alleged that the train crew had been threatened and, 
therefore, would not take these persons to Montgomery. Some 
members of this group were afraid to go by bus as they felt they 
would be susceptible to violence by this mode of travel. 


Inquiry determined that these persons arrived in Atlanta 
via Southern Railroad and were to pr oceed to Montgomery. Alabama, 
via Atlanta and West Point Railroad.) 

Atlanta and West Point Railroad, advised he did 
not have a train crew available to take this train to Montgomery; 
however, no threats have been received by any crew. Subsequent 
arrangements were made to include the cars carrying these 
passengers on a regularly scheduled train leaving Atlanta this 
morning for Montgomery, Alabama.

On March 23, 1965, information was received that anonymous 
bomb threats were received by the Greystone Hotel, Montgomery, 
Alabama. Immediate investigation was instituted, and it was determined 
that an unknown person telephonically contacted the hotel on March 22, 
1965, asking if the hotel had a reservation for Reverend Martin Luther 
King. When a negative reply was given, the caller said, "You had 
better not or we'll put a bomb in there, " and hung up. Two other 
similar telephone calls were received by the hotel the latest being at 
1:00 p.m., March 23, 1965. 


Appropriate local and military authorities have been advised 
of these threats.

On March 25, 1965, the parade from St Jude’s, 
a Catholic Institution, started at approximately 10:10 a. m. 
Approximately 12,000 marchers participated in this parade. 

The program at the State Capitol commenced at 
1:35 p. m., and lasted until approximately 4:10 p. m. 

After the parade, twenty delegates designated to 
contact Governor George C. Wallace attempted to go to his 
office at the Capitol building. They were advised that the 
Governor's Office was closed and he would not see them an 
March 25, 1965. The delegates plan to return to see Governor 
Wallace on March 26, 1965, 

Prior to the parade, officers of the Montgomery County 
Sheriffs Office served papers on Reverend Martin Luther King, Jr., 
and associates which arose out of a civil action filed in Dallas 
County Court, Selma, Alabama. This suit was filed by the 
City of Selma and the Selma Bus Lines. 


This civil action involves a claim by the Selina Bus 
Lines in the amount of $9,750 for the loss of revenue, and a 
notice of damage by the City of Selma in the amount of $100,000 
for loss of revenue arising from demonstrations and other nQT TPF

At 1:00 p.m. today I spoke to Inspector Sulliva: 
at Selma, Alabama, relative to necessary liaison with the 
military who will be protecting the march from Selma to 
Montgomery starting March 21, 1965. I told Sullivan it is 
imperative that he establish liaison at the highest level 
to insure that the military does not interfere with our 
Agents in the performance of their duties in covering this 
march, that according to press media Brigadier General Graham 
will be in charge. Inspector Sullivan advised that he had 
already talked to Lieutenant Colonel Paul D. O’Donnell who 
will be in charge of the march and O’Donnell has promised 
complete cooperation including decals for the windshields 
of Bureau cars.

Jim Flug of the Attorney General's Office telephonically 
inquired at 11:55 a.m. today as to the reasons for members of 
the A. and W. P.* train crew hot reporting for work this morning 
to transport the delegation from Washington, D. C., to 
Montgomery, Alabama. 

Mr. Flug was advised that the Bureau did not inquire inti 
the reasons why individuals were not at work. We had received a 
report that perhaps the crew members had been threatened which 
was the reason the train had been stopped in Atlanta and had inquired 
and found that there had been no threats to the crew members but 
that the A. and W. P. railroad had been unable to assemble a crew 
I to take the train from Atlanta, Georgia, to Montgomery, Alabama. 

He was advised that we had not gone beyond that as we had 
learned, and the Department had been advised, that this morning 
around 9 a. m. the coaches containing the individuals from 
Washington, D. C., had been attached to the regularly scheduled 
train going from Atlanta to Montgomery. 

At 12:05 p.m., Harold Reis, Executive Assistant to the 
Attorney General, telephonically advised that the White House had 
requested the Justice Department and the FBI to ascertain why the 
work crew had refused to report in Atlanta to transport the 
individuals from Atlanta to Montgomery. He also advised that the 
White House also desired to know whether the railroad had failed to 
fulfill its contract with the charter group. Mr. Reis was advised 
that the matter would be iooked into. g^ ^

Inquiry with Mr. DeLoach’s office disclosed that Mr. DeLoach 
had been in contact with the President and Mr. Marvin Watson of the . 
White House concerning this matter and that part of his conversation 
with the White House had occurred after 12 noon. 

ACTION 

Mr. Reis was advised that the Bureau had been in touch with 
the White House subsequent to the receipt of his call, and information 
available indicated that the White House did not desire further inquiry. 
Mr. Reis stated that he would check into it and let us know. 


At 12:40 p. m., Mr. Reis telephonically advised that the 
White House did not desire any further inquiry into the matter and it 
would not be necessary to inquire concerning the train crew in Atlanta. 



The pertinent information concerning the above instance in Atlanta 
was included in the Director’s Racial Summary to Marvin Watson on 3/24/65. 
It was pointed out to Watson at that particular time* therefore, the matter has 
been confirmed in writing to the White House and to the Attorney General.

MEMORANDUM OPINION 

The plaintiffs as Negro citizens and the members of the class they 
represent filed with this Court on March 8, 1965, their complaint, motion for 
temporary restraining order and notion for a preliminary injunction. Juris¬ 
diction is Invoked pursuant to 28 U.S ,C, § 1343 (3) and (4), This action, 
authorized by 42 U.S.C. f 1971(a) and (b) as amended and 42 U.S.C. $! 1981 
and 1983, seeks relief from the denial of the equal protection of the laws 
under the Fourteenth Amendment to the Constitution of the United States and 
seeks redress of the deprivation of rights, privileges end immunities guaran¬ 
teed by the First, Fourteenth and Fifteenth Amendments to the Constitution of 


the United States, as implemented by the above-identified Congressional 
enactments. On March 10, 1965, the United States of America, by leave of this 
Court, filed its complaint In intervention. This intervention complaint was . 
filed pursuant to an order of this Court designating the United States as a 
party and pursuant to the provisions of $ 902 of the Civil Rights Act of 1964 
(Public Law 88-352, July 2, 1964). The Attorney General of the United States 
certifies that this case Is of general importance, and his certificate is 
attached to the intervention complaint. 

The defendant George C. Wallace is the Governor and chief executive 


officer of the State of Alabama. The defendant Albert J. Lingo is the Director

of Public Safety of the State of Alabama, and the defendant James G. Clark, 

Jr., is the Sheriff of Dallas County, Alabama. The Governor as the chief 
executive officer of the State of Alabama is charged with the faithful 
execution of the laws of the State of Alabama and of the United States of 
America; in such capacity, the Governor controls and supervises the defendant 
Albert J. Lingo, and through the defendant Lingo the Governor controls and 
directs the activities of the Alabama Highway Patrol, also known as the Alabama 
State Troopers, The defendant Lingo as director is in the active control of 
the Alabama Highway Patrol. 

The plaintiffs seek to have this Court guarantee their right to 
assemble and demonstrate peaceably for the purpose of redressing their 
grievances concerning the right to register to vote in the State of Alabama 
without unlawful interference. Included in the rights plaintiffs seek and 
ask this Court to adjudicate is that of walking peaceably along the public 
highway in the State of Alabama between Selma and Montgomery. Plaintiffs 
also ask this Court to enjoin and restrain the defendants and all persons act¬ 
ing in concert with them from arresting, harassing, threatening, or in any 
way interfering with their peaceful, nonviolent march from Selma, Alabama, 
to Montgomery, Alabama, for the purpose of protesting injustices and petition¬ 
ing their State government, particularly the chief executive officer—the 
Governor—for redress of grievances. 

By order made and entered in this case on March 9, 1965, this Court 
denied the plaintiffs' application for a restraining order, which was sought 
without any notice to the defendants and without a hearing. At the same time, 
upon being informed that the plaintiffs intended to continue to attempt their 
mass marching along the public highway of the State of Alabama between Selma - 
and Montgomery before this Court had had an opportunity to adjudicate : the 
respective rights of the parties, this Court entered an order temporarily 
restraining any further attempts on tbe part of the plaintiffs to enforce the 
rights they ask this Court to judicially determine until the matter could be 
heard commencing Thursday, March 11, 1965. Plaintiffs were restrained by this 
Court pursuant to the authority of Title 28, S 1651, United States Code, with 
the purpose of the temporary restraining order being necessary and appropriate

In aid of this Court's jurisdiction. Issue was joined by the defendants upon

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plaintiffs' and plaintlff-intervenor's complaints, with the defendant Governor 
Wallace, In addition to joining Issue, asking this Court to enjoin and restrain 
the plaintiffs and other members of their class from continuing any inarch or 
maB8 demonstration along or upon U, S, Highway 80 between Selma, Alabama* and 
Montgomery, Alabama, or along or upon any other public highway Within the 
State of Alabama. 

This submission is upon the pleadings, the testimony of numerous 
witnesses taken over a period of four and one-half days, and the several 
exhibits offered and admitted In connection with that testimony. Upon this 
submission, this Court now proceeds In this memorandum opinion to make appro¬ 
priate findings of fact and conclusions of law as required by Rule 52, Federal 
Rules of Civil Proc°. , ?”.ve. 

Under Alabama law, registration is prerequisite to voting in any 

election. In several counties in central Alabama, Including Dallas County 

wherein Selma, Alabama, is located, fewer than 10% of the Negroes of voting

age are registered to vote. For the purpose of obtaining better political 
representation for Negro citizens In these counties, the Negro consnunities, 
through local end national organizations, have conflicted voter registration 
drives In recent years. These voter registration drives in Dallas and other 
central Alabama counties have been intensified since Sepi.t-her, 1964. Public 
demonstrations have been held In these several counties, particularly in Dallas 
County, for the purpose of encouraging Negroes to attempt to register to vote 
and also for the purpose of protesting discriminatory voter registration 
practices In Alabama. The demonstrations have been peaceful. At the same 

time, cases have been filed in the United States District Courts in this

district and also la the Southern District of Alabama; - these cases are

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designed to secure to Negro citizens their right to register to vote In 
several central Alabaaa counties. 

As reflected by Appendix "A" to this opinion, the efforts of these 
Negro citizens to secure this right to register to vote In some of these 
counties, have accomplished very little. For Instance, In Dallas County, 
a6 of November, 1964, where Negro citizens of voting age outnumber white 
citizens of voting age, only 2.27, of the Negroes were registered to vote. 

In Perry County as of August, 1964, where the Negro citizens of voting age 
outnumber white citizens, only 77, of the Negroes were registered to vote. 

In Wilcox County as of December, 1963, where the Negro citizens of voting age 
outnumber white citizens over two to one, 07. of the Negro citizens were 
registered to vote ^s contrasted with the registration of 1007, of the white 
citizens of voting age in this county. In Hale County, where Negro citizens 
of voting age outnumber white citizens, only 3.67. of these Negro citizens 
have been registered to vote. The evidence in this case reflects that, 
particularly as to Selma, Dallas County, Alabama, an almost continuous pattern 
of conduct has existed on the part of defendant Sheriff Clark, his deputies, 
and his auxiliary deputies know, as "possemen” of harassment, intimidation, 
coercion, threatening conduct, and, sometimes, brutal mistreatment toward 
these plaintiffs and other members of their class who were engaged In their 
demonstrations for the purpose of encouraging Negroes to attempt to register 
to vote and to protest discriminatory voter registration practices in Alabama. 
This harassment, intimidation and brutal treatment has ranged from mass arrests 
without just cause to forced marches for several miles into the countryside, 
with the sheriff's deputies and members of his posse herding the Negro 
demonstrators at a rapid pace through the use of electrical shocking devices 
(designed for use on cattle) and night sticks to prod them along. The Alabama 
State Troopers, under the command of the defendant lingo, have, upon several

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occasions, assisted the defendant Sheriff Clark in these activities, and the 
State troopers, along with Sheriff Clark as an "invited guest," have 
extended the harassment and intimidating activities into Perry County, where, 
on February 18, 1965, when approximately 300 Negroes were engaged in a 
peaceful demonstration by marching from a Negro church to the Perry County 
Courthouse for the purpose of publicly protesting racially discriminatory 
voter registration practices in Perry County, Alabama, the Negro demonstrators 
were stopped by the State troopers under the command of the defendant lingo, 
and the Negro demonstrators were at that time pushed, prodded, struck, beaten 
and knocked down. This action resulted in the Injury of several Negroes, one 
of whom was shot by an Alabama State Trooper and subsequently died. 

In Dallas County, Alabama, the harassment and brutal treatment on the 
part of defendants Lingo and Clark, together with their troopers, deputies 
and "possemen," and while acting under instructions from Governor Wallace, 
reached a climax on Sunday, March 7, 1965. Upon this occasion approximately 
650 Negroes left the church in Selma, Alabama, for the purpose of walking to 
Montgomery, Alabama, to present to the defendant Governor Wallace their 
grievances concerning the voter registration processes in these central 
Alabama counties and concerning the restrictions and the manner in which these 
restrictions had been Imposed upon their public demonstrations. These 
Negroes proceeded in an orderly and peaceful manner to a bridge near the 
south edge of the City of Selma on U, S. Highway 80 that leads to Montgomery, 
Alabama, which is located approximately 45 miles east of Selma. They proceeded 
on a sidewalk across the bridge and then continued walking on the grassy 
portion of the highway toward Montgomery until confronted by a detachment 
of between 60 to 70 State troopers headed by the defendant Colonel Lingo, 
by a detachment of several Dallas County deputy sheriffs, and numerous Dallas 
County "possemen" on horses, who were headed by Sheriff Clark. Up to this 
point the Negroes had observed all traffic laws and regulations, had not 
Interfered with traffic in any manner, and had proceeded in an orderly and 
peaceful manner to the point of confrontation. They were ordered to disperse 
and were given two minutes to do so by Major Cloud, who was in active command 
of the troopers and who was acting upon specific instructions from his 
superior officers. The Negroes failed to disperse, and within approximately 
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one minute (one minute o£ the allotted time not having passed), the State 
troopers and the members of the Dallas County sheriff's office and "possenen" 
moved against the Negroes. The general plan as followed by the State 
troopers in this Instance had been discussed with and was known to Governor 
Wallace. The tactics employed by the State troopers, the deputies and "posse¬ 
men" against these Negro demonstrators were similar to those reconmended for 
use by the Ifaited States Army to quell armed rioters In occupied countries. 

The troopers, equipped with tear gas, nausea gas and canisters of smoke, 
as well as billy clubs, advanced on the Negroes. Approximately 20 canisters 
of tear ga6, nausea gas, and canisters of smoke were rolled Into the Negroes 
by these State officers. The Negroes were then prodded,struck, beaten and 
knocked down by members of the Alabama State Troopers, The mounted "posse- 
men," supposedly acting as an auxiliary law enforcement unit of the Dallas 
County sheriff's office, then, on their horses, moved in and chased and beat 
the fleeing Negroes, Approximately 75 to SO of the Negroes were injured, with 
a large number being hospitalized. 

The acts and conduct of these defendants, together with the 
members of their respective enforcement agencies, as outlined above, have 
not been directed toward enforcing any valid law of the State of Alabama or 
furthering any legitimate policy of the State of Alabama, but have been for 
the purpose and have had the effect of preventing and discouraging Negro 
citizens from exercising their rights of citizenship, particularly the right 
to register to vote and the right to demonstrate peaceably for the purpose of 
protesting discriminatory practices In this area. By these actions and by 
this conduct, the defendants, together with other members of their enforcement 
agencies, have Intimidated, threatened and coerced Negro citizens In this , 
section of Alabama for the purpose of interfering with these citizens and 
preventing them from exercising certain of their basic constitutional rights— 
l.e., the right to register to vote, peaceably assemble, remonstrate with 
governmental authorities and petition for redress of grievances. The attempted 
march alongside U.S, Highway 60 from Selma, Alabama, to Montgomery, Alabama, 
on March 7, 1965, Involved nothing more than a peaceful effort on the part 
of Negro citizens to exercise a classic constitutional right; that Is, the 
right to assemble peaceably and to petition one's government for the redress 
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of grievances. Cox v. Louisiana (Jan. 18, 1965),_U.S. 85 S. Ct. 

453; Edwards v. South Carolina. 372 U.S. 229 (1963); Fields v. South Carolina . 
375 U.S. 44 (1963) (reversing State v. Fields. 240 S.C. 366, 127 S.E. 2d 6 
on the basis of Eduards v. South Carolina) ; Kelly v. Page . 335 Fi 2d 114 
(C.A. 5, 1964); Youne v. Davis . 9 RRLR 590 (M.D. Fla. 1964), including the 
right to come to the capitol of the government against which the grievances 
exist, "to assert any claim . . . [one] may have upon that government," and 
"to seek its protection" (Crandall v. Nevada . 6 Wall. 35 , 44 (1867)), and 
the right — part of the "liberty" of which the citizen cannot be deprived 
without due process of law — to travel freely within the country, Kent v. 
Dulles . 357 U.S. 116, 125-126 (1958); Edwards v. Califor nia. 314 U.S. 160, 
177-181 (1941) (concurring opinion of Mr, Justice Douglas); William s v. F ears . 
179 U.S. 270, 274 (1900); Crandall v. Nevada. 6 Wall. 35, 44 (1867); Passenger 
Cases. 7 How. 282, 4S2 (1849). 

The law is clear that the right to petition one's government for 
the redress of grievances may be exercised in large groups. Indeed, where, 
as here, minorities have been harassed, coerced and intimidated, group 
association may be the only realistic way of exercising such rights. For 
instance, in Edwards v. South Carolina , supra, the Supreme Court of the United 
States invalidated as an infringement of the rights of f:.ee speech, free 
assembly and freedom to petition, the convictions of 187 students who bad 
peaceably assembled at the site of the state government for the purpose of 
petitioning their government for redress of grievances. In Fields v. South 
Carolina , supra, breach-of-peace convictions were struck down where students had 
protested by marching along the streets in three groups totaling approximately 
1,000; this march was for 1 the purpose of petitioning for the redress of ' 
grievances, dad in the more recent case of Cox v. Louisiana, supra, the 
Supreme Court invalidated the breach-of-peace conviction against the leader 
of a march of some 1,500 to 2,000 students on the Louisiana State Capitol 
Building, the purpose of the march being to protest segregation and discrimi¬ 
nation against Negro citizens. 

Ibis Court recognizes, of course, that government authorities have 
the duty and responsibility of keeping their streets and highways open and 
available for their regular uses. Government authorities are authorized 
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to Impose regulations in order to assure the safety and convenience of the 
people In the use of public streets and highways provided these regulations 
are reasonable and designed to accomplish that end. As to any conflict that 
may arise In such areas, the Fifth Circuit Court of Appeals has stated In 
Kelly v. Page. 335 F. 2d 114 (July 1964), "there is room in our system of 
government for both, once the proper balance between them Is drawn." As 
has been demonstrated above, the law In this country constitutionally 
guarantees that a citizen or grcup of citizens may assemble and petition 
their government, or their governmental authorities, for redress of their 
grievances even by mass demonstrations as long as the exercise of these 
rights is peaceful. These rights may also be exercised by marching, even 
along public highways, as long as it is done in an orderly and peaceful 
manner; and these rights to assemble, demonstrate and march are not to be 
abridged by arrest or other interference so long as the rights are asserted 
within the limits of not unreasonably interfering with the exercise of the 
rights by other citizens to use the sidewalks, streets and highways, and 
where the protesters and demonstrators are conducting their activities in such 
a manner as not to deprive the other citizenry of their police protection. 

As was 6tated in Kelly v. Page , supra, there must be in cases like the one 
now presented, a "constitutional boundary line'' drawn between the competing 
interests of society. This Court has the duty and responsibility in this case 
of drawing the "constitutional boundary line." In doing so, it seems basic 
to our constitutional principles that the extent of the right to assemble, 
demonstrate and march peaceably along the highways and streets in an orderly 
manner should be commensurate with the enormity of the wrongs that are being 
protested and petitioned egalnst. In this case, the wrongs are enormous. 

The extent of the right to demonstrate against these vrong6 should be 
determined accordingly. This is true even though it is recognized that the 
right to exercise constitutional rights by marching alongside a public 
highway must be narrovied in the sense that such a right is subject to greater 
regulation and in the sense that greater abridgement of the right may, 
depending upon the circumstances, be warranted. This Court is, of course, 
concerned in this case only with the right to demonstrate and protest by 
marching al:ng the public highway from Selma, Alabama to Montgomery, Alabama.

distance between Selma and Montgomery, Alabama; it is a two-laned highway 
for the remaining distance. There is an average "shoulder" six feet wide 
on each side of the highway that is four-laned; there is an average three- 
foot "shoulder" along that portion of the highway that is two-laned. Cross¬ 
overs are regularly constructed or located along the portion that is four- 

laned, This highway, according to the law of the State of Alabama, is open 
5/ 

for pedestrian traffic, Ihus, a reasonable use of the highways for the 
purpose of pedestrian marching is guaranteed not only by the Constitution 
of the United States according to the principles above set out, but is 
specifically authorized by the law of the State of Alabama. The proclamation 
as issued by the Gcvernor of the State of Alabama on March 6, 1965, absolutely 
banning any march by any manner--regardless of how conducted—and Btatlng 
that such a march will not be tolerated, constituted an unreasonable inter¬ 
ference with the right of Kegro citizens engaged in the march to use U. S, 
Highway 80 in the manner they were seeking to use it on Sunday, March 7, 

1965, Such a proclamation by the Governor of the State of Alabama, as 
enforced by the Alabama State Troopers and deputies and "possemen" of Dallas 
County, Alabama, stepped across the "constitutional boundary line" that lies 
between the interests of the public to use the highway in general and the 
right of American citizens to use it for the purpose of marching to the 
seat of their State govemment—Montgomery, Alabaca—for the purpose of 
protesting their grievances. This interference by the defendants and those 
acting under their control end in concert with them with the attempted march 
from Selma, Alabama, to Montgomery, Alabama, along U, S. Highway 80 on March 
7, 1965, constituted an unconstitutional deprivation of these Kegro citizens* 
right of assembly and free movement within the State of Alabama along a public 
highway located therein and their right to petition their State government, 
and particularly their Governor, for redress of their grievances. 


5/ Code of Alabama, Title 36, § 58(19) (b): "Where sidewalks are not provided 
any pedestrian walking along and upon a highway rball when practicable walk 
only on the left side of the roadway or its shoulder facing traffic which may 
approach from the opposite direction." 
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These plaintiffs. In recognition of the proposition that their 
constitutional right to march along D, S. Highway 80 for their Intended 
purposes is not an unrestricted right, but, to the contrary, must be 
exercised, if exercised at all, within this "constitutional boundary," 
have filed with this Court as a part of the evidence in this case a proposed 
plan for a march from Selma, Alabama, to Montgomery, Alabama, along U. S. 
Highway 80. These plaintiffs propose that the march will commence on Friday, 
March 19, 1965, at 10:30 a.m., or any day thereafter provided that plaintiffs 
give at least 48 hours' advance notice of the intended march to the defend* 
ants, to the United States, and to this Court. The plaintiffs propose 
that there be no limitation on the number of marchers along that portion of 
U. S. Highway 80 that Is four-laned; the plaintiffs further propose that, 
along that portion of the highway that is only two-laned, the number of 
marchers will not at any time exceed 300 persons. The plaintiffs further 
propose that the marchers will proceed on the shoulders of the highway on 
the left side facing traffic; they will proceed two abreast, but will employ 
a single file at places along the highway where the shoulder is narrow and 
at bridges without sidewalks. The marchers will, according to the proposed 
plan, be organized in separate groups of approximately 50 persons; each of 
these groups will be under the supervision of a designated leader. Support¬ 
ing services will be provided, such as food, washing and toilet facilities, 
litter and garbage pickup by trucks along the route and at campsites, and 
ambulance and first aid service. The proposed march, according to plaintiffs' 
plan, will proceed approximately 11 miles on the first day, stopping at a' 
designated private field with permission of the owner, which has already 
been granted; approximately 11 miles on the second day, stopping at a designa¬ 
ted field with permission of the owner, which has already been granted; 
approximately 17 miles the third day, stopping at a designated building and 
adjacent field with permission of the owners, which has already been granted, 
and, on the fourth day, approximately 8 miles to the western part of 
Montgomery, Alabama. The fifth day's march, as preposed by the plaintiffs, 
will be from the western part of Montgomery, Alabama, to the State Capitol. 
According to the plaintiffs' plan, large tents will be erected at the camp¬ 
sites by professionals, and meetings and song festivals will be held at the 
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campsites at night. These will be so night marching and no destruction of 
public property; the march Is to he orderly and peaceful and "otherwise 
observe the highest standards of dignity and decorum." A copy of the plain¬ 
tiffs' plan, in much greater detail, Is attached hereto as Appendix "B". 

This Court finds the plaintiffs' proposed plan to the extent that it 
relates to a march along U.S. Highway 80 from Selma to Montgomery, Alabama, 
to be a reasonable one to be used and followed in the exercise of a consti¬ 
tutional right of assembly and free movement within the State of Alabama 
for the purpose of petitioning their State government for redress of their 
grievances. It is recognized that the plan as proposed and as allowed 
reaches, under the particular circumstances of this case, to the outer limits 
of what Is constitutionally allowed. However, the wrongs and injustices 
inflicted upon these plaintiffs and the members of their class (part of 
which have been herein documented) have clearly exceeded*-and continue to 
exceed—the outer limits of what Is constitutionally permissible. As stated 
earlier In this opinion, the extent of a group’s constitutional right to 
protest peaceably and petition one's government for redress of grievances 
must be, if our American Constitution Is to be a flexible and "living" 
document, found and held to be commensurate with the enormity of the wrongs 
being protested and petitioned against. This Is particularly true when the 

usual, basic and constitutionally-provided means of protesting in our 

6 / 

American way—voting—have been deprived. It must ne.'-er be forgotten that 

our Constitution is "Intended to endure for ages to cone, and consequently, 

7/ 

to be adapted to the various crises of human affairs." With an application 
of these principles to the facts of this case, plaintiffs 1 proposed plan of 
march from Selma to Montgomery, Alabama, for Its Intended purposes.. Is clear¬ 
ly a reasonable exercise of a right guaranteed by the Constitution of the 
United States provided the march commences not earlier than March 19, 1965, 
and not later than March 22, 1965. 

It Is appropriate to note here that the defendants, having been

serve3 through their attorneys with copiefc of this plan, object to It, 
but offer no evidence In support of their contention that the plan, or any 
portion of It, Is unreasonable. Ibe defendants' contention that there Is 
some hostility to this march will not justify Its denial. Watson v. 

City of Memphis (1963), 373 U.S, 526; Cox v. Louisiana, supra. Nor will 
the threat of violence constitute an excuse for its denial. Cooper v. 

Aaron (1958), 358 U.S. 1. 

It Is al 60 appropriate to note that neither the defendant Governor 
Wallace nor the defendant Sheriff Clark testified In this case. 

These plaintiffs and the members of the class they represent are 
entitled to police protection In the exercise of this constitutional right 
to march along U. S, Highway 80 from Selma to Montgomery, Alabama. Hague 
v. C-I.O . (1939) , 307 U.S. 496; Kelly v. Page (5th Cir. 1964), 335 F. 2d 
114; Dos.Tile v. Powers (10th Clr. 1951), 193 F. 2d 760; United States v. 

Klans (M.D. Ala., 1961), 194 F. Supp. 897. They are entitled to be pro¬ 
tected by the law enforcement agencies of the State of Alabama against 
traffic and other hazards. This Court recognizes that, to afford the 
necessary protection for these marchers, there will be a considerable 
burden Imposed upon the law enforcement agencies of the State of Alabama. 
Recognizing this, and recognizing the absolute necessity for providing 
this protection, this Court, after inquiry, has been Informed by the 
attorneys representing the United States In this case that the United States 
Government stands ready, If requested by the Governor of the State of 
Alabama, to assist in providing police protection for this proposed march. 
This response to this Court's Inquiry has been made with full recognition 
that the lav imposes this duty upon the State of Alabama to provide this 
protection. This offer on the part of the United States to assist If 
requested is not--whether the offer Is accepted or refused--to be construed 
as lessening the duty on the part of the State of Alabama law enforcement 
agencies to afford this protection. 

What has been said In this opinion Is not Intended to declare 
or adjudicate the rights of citizens to assemble, petition, or protest 
within the City of Selma, Alabama, the City of Montgomery, Alabama, or any 
other municipal area since the exercise of such rights In each Instance 

U Mr. Chief Justice Stone In Opp Cot t on K ills,_Xnc. v. Ad m'r. of Wage and 
Hour Dlv . (1941), 312 U.S, 126, quoting Mr. Chief Justice Marshall In 
McCulioch v. Mar.’land (1819), 4 Wheat. 316. 
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must be determined according to the facts and circumstances presented. 

In accordance with the foregoing, an Injunction will be Issued 
by this Court enjoining the Governor of the State of Alabama. George C. 
Wallace; the Director of Public Safety for the State of Alabama, Albert 
J« Lingo; and the Sheriff of Dallas County, Alabama, James G. Clark, Jr., 
together with their agents, employees, successors In office, and all those 
In active concert or participation with them, from intimidating, threaten¬ 
ing, coercing or Interfering with the proposed march by these plaintiffs 
and other members of their class along D. S. Highway 80 from Selma, Alabama, 
to Montgomery, Alabama. Said defendants will also be enjoined from fall¬ 
ing to provide adequate police protection to these plaintiffs In their 
exercise of this constitutional right. The motion of the defendant Governor 
for an injunction restraining the march will be denied. All relief sought 
by the plaintiffs In their motions and the United States in Its motions 
except as herein specifically referred to, will be denied.

Our paper, The Pine Bluff Commercial, has an article 
concerning the March from Selma to Montgomery, Ala. telling of a book 
given out to all marchers that stands for immorality and many terrible 
things among the so called "races." It is rumored that the big tent was a 
place of immorality and promiscuity during this march. 


We all know that the races have been mixing for time 
immemorable out of the law, and within the law, of course mostly outside 
the law as far as the Negroes are concerned, but now that they are seeking 
their civil rights under the law, I have hoped that all people can be friends 
and it can be a peaceful revolution, one that can be as lawful, respectful, 
and as honorable as any revolution can be. 


It seems that many people want to even report that the F. B.I, 
the government of our land, and all those who are for the civil rights are 
communists. 


I believe in our country, our President, and the F. B.I. and 
our way of life, and that all Americans should have their just representation 
under the law of our land, and as a sincere patriot and teacher for 35 years 
I don't want anything to happen to our nation and our way of life. I believe 
we can all get along without being filled with hatred, or without even mixing 
unless we so desire as individuals. 

I also believe if people do not stand up for their freedom we 
would not be, or would not have now our independence to become the 
United States of America.

At 11:55 p.m., Captain Baker announced to 
the group that they were free to leave. He said he 
had telephonlcally contacted Reverend James Bevel, SCLC 
staff, and Bevel had told him If these persons were allowed 
to return to the Brown Chapel AME Church, he. Bevel, would 
keep them at the church. Two white males and two white 
females left the group and were taken to the Brown Chapel 
AME Church In Captain Baker*s personal car. Others of 
this group remained at the Community Center.

It is to be noted in case entitled "HOSEA 
WILLIAMS, ET AL., Plaintiffs, vs. HONORABLE GEORGE C. 
WALLACE, as Governor of the State of Alabama, ET AL., 
Defendants,” Civil Action No. 2131-N, that the plaintiffs 
asked for a writ of Injunction against the defendants 
and submitted a proposed plan for march from Selma, 
Alabama, to Montgomery, Alabama. The plan, as filed in 
U. S. District Court, Montgomery, Alabama, is as follows: 

"1. The march will commence on Friday, March 19* 
1965 at 10:30 A.M. or any day thereafter provided that 
Plaintiffs will provide at least 48 hours.advance notice 
of the march to Defendants, the United States, and the 
Court. 

”2. The number of persons marching will be as 
follows: 1 

"A. There will be no limitation on the 

number of marchers within the cities of 
Selma and Montgomery and along the 4-lane 
portions of Route 80-East between Selma 
and Montgomery. 

”B. The number of marchers will not exceed 300 
persons on the 2-lane portion of Route 80. 

"3. The following are the approximate distances 
to be covered each day:

"A. First day-march approximately 11 miles 
stopping at a designated private field 
with permission of owner which has already 
been granted; 
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,r B. Second day-march approximately 11 miles 
stopping at a designated field with 
permission of the owner which already has 
been granted; 


"C. Third day-march approximately 17 miles 
stopping at a designated building and 
adjoining field with permission of 
owners which has already been granted; 

"D„ Fourth day-march 8 miles to the western part 
of Montgomery stopping at an area tentatively 
selected and to be designated. 

n E. Fifth day-march from western part of 
Montgomery to the Capitol. 

tents will be erected at the camp¬ 
sites by professionals. Meetings and 
song festivals may be held at campsites. 

"4. Route of march in the City of Selma: Starting 
at Brown's Chapel A.M.E. Church on Sylvan Street proceeding 
south on Sylvan to Alabama, then West op Alabama to Broad 
(Highway 8G-East), then South on Broad Street across Edmund 
Pettus Bridge along Highway 80-East to Montgomery. The 
march in the City will be conducted in the streets. 

"5. Route in the City of Montgomery: Marchers 
will enter the City following Route 80 until it becomes 
Fairview Avenue and continue on Pairview to Oak Street 
turning north on Oak Street to Jeff Davis Avenue; then 
East on Jeff Davis to Holt Street; then North on Holt 
to Mobile Street; then on Mobile to Montgomery; then 
Northeast on Montgomery to Court Square then up Dexter 
Avenue to Capitol. The March in the city will be in the 
streets. 
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”6. On the highway, the marchers will proceed on 
shoulders of the road walking on the left side facing 
automobile traffic. They will march along road 
shoulders two abreast and employ single files at places 
where the shoulder Is narrow and on bridges without 
sidewalks. The marchers will be organized In separate 
groups of approximately 50 persons (or less) and 
each group will be under the supervision of a designated 
group leader. 


”7. The following supporting services will be 
provided? 

”A. Food; 

"B. Truck-borne washing and toilet facilities; 

K C. Litter and garbage pickup by truck along 
route and at campsites. 


"D. Ambulance and first aid service; 

"E. Transportation for return t-o Selma of 
those marchers In excess of the 300 
(or fewer) persons who will continue 
on the march after the first day. 
Transportation will also be available 
for some persons who will join the 
group on the last day to complete 
march by entry into Montgomery. 


"F. Lines of communication among the marchers 
and leaders and certain supporting services 
will be established by walkie-talkie radios 
and other means. 

"8. Liason vrlil be established between designated 
leaders of the march and such state aid local officials as 
the agencies concerned shall designate. 
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"9. A mass meeting will be held in front of the 
Alabama State Capitol on the day the marchers enter 
Montgomery. There will be a speakers' stand with 
loudspeakers in the street in front of the Capitol. 

The audience will be on the sidewalks‘and in the 
street in front of the Capitol as well as on the Capitol 
steps. The audience will be directed not to walk on 
the grass around the Capitol unless the state permits 
this. The formal program will be conducted between 
approximately 12 noon and 3:00 F.M. 

"10. Following completion of the outdoor program: 

"A. Net more than 20 persons will enter 
the Capitol Buildirg__ proceed to the 
Governor's office, seek an audience 
with the Governor and present a 
petition. 

"B. Transportation away from the Capitol 

grounds will be provided by leaders of 
the march to various destinations 
including transportation terminals. 

”11. The march will be orderly and peaceful and 
otherwise observe the highest standards of dignity and 
decorum." 


On March 17, 19^5* the U. S. District Court, 
Montgomery, Alabama, ordered and decreed that pending 
further notice of the Court, GEORGE C. WALLACE, as 
Governor of the State of Alabama; ALBERT J. LINGO, 
as Director of Fublic Safety for the State of Alabama; 
and JAMES G. CLARK, JR., as Sheriff of Dallas County, 
Alabama, and their successors in office, were restrained 
from arresting, harassing, threatening, or in any way 
interfering with the efforts to march or walk by the 
Plaintiffs and others who may Join with them along U.S. 
Highway 60 from Selma, Alabama, to Montgomery, Alabama, 
or from otherwise obstructing, impeding, or interfering 
with the peaceful nonviolent efforts by the Plaintiffs 
in protesting and demonstrating by assembling and by 
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marching along U. S. Highway 80 from Selma, Alabama, 
to Montgomery, Alabama, as the proposed march filed 
by the Plaintiffs. 


The order further Indicated that the 
Defendants were restrained and enjoined fran failing 
to provide police protection ftr the Plaintiffs and 
others who may Join with them in their march. 


During the morning of March 21, 1965, 
Bureau Agents observed the situation at the Brown 
Chapel AME Church and at the First Baptist Church, 
Selma, Alabama, where it was noted preparations were 
being made for the march from Selma,Alabama, to 
Montgomery, Alabama. Physical examinations were 
provided to a number of the individuals who wanted 
to participate in the march at the First Baptist 
Church, Selma, Alabama. 


Information was received that all of the 
marchers leaving Selma, Alabama, were not to continue 
on the trip to Montgomery. Ten buses had been 
chartered to transport those not wishing to continue 
on to Montgomery from the camp site back to Selma, 
Alabama. The National Guard had been assigned 
supervision of loading, transporting, and unloading

X \ The march started at 12:46 p.m., CST, 

March 21, 1965, with approximately 2900 civil rights 
demonstrators participating at the origin. The march 
was led by Dr. Martin Luther Kipg', Jr.j Reverend 
Dougla£<Reesej Reverend Ralpfe^Abernathy, all of SCLC; 
Jcjhn Ifobert Lewis, Chairman of SNCC; Reverend Richard 
v^illard. Diocese Bishop of the-'California Episcopal ' 

^ Church; and Rabbi Abrahjjm-'lTirsch of New York City. H ^ 
Cage»-Lee, grandfather of Jimmy Lee Jackson, Negro 
' r . male, who was shot in the civil rights demonstration 
at Marlon, Alab ama, February 18, 1965, was also 
observed in the front ranks of the march. 
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The mrching line was approximately one-half 
mile long. The marchers were followed by military 
jeeps and four military trucks, all manned by military 
personnel. 


The marchers stopped to allow news coverage 
to photograph the marchers Immediately on the eastern 
side of the Edmund Pett-us Bridge. Two Negro males 
participating in the march were carrying American 
and United Nations flags. 

At 1:45 p.m. the civil rights demonstrators 
stopped for a "rest break” adjacent to the Flamingo 
Trailer Sales, approximately one and eight-tenths miles 
out of the Selma City Limits. Three large tents were 
observed being erected on Camp Site No. 1, approximately 
seven miles cn the outskirts of Selma. 

Numerous marchers were observed during the after¬ 
noon to drop out of the march. These marchers were picked 
up by private automobiles and rental trucks and transported 
back to the Brown Chapel AXE Church, Selma, Alabama, where 
the march originated. 

During the afternoon hours numerous cars were 
observed abng the march route with anti-integration signs, 
some cf which were as follows:

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At 5:&7 p.m. the marching group, numbering 
at this time between 15&Q and 1800, entered Camp Site 
No. 1 approximately seven miles east of Selma, Alabama, 
off Route 80 East. There was no further activity at 
the tent site during the night. 

As of 8 p.m., CST, March 21, 19^5, all of the 
marchers except three hundred who would continue the 
march to Montgomery were being removed from the camp 
site by buses. They were taken by buses and trucks 
to approximately four miles from Selma where they 
boarded a train• that took them to Selma, Alabama, and 
where they would thereafter march tc the Brown Chapel 
AME Church, Sylvan Street, and disperse frets there. 

The marchers vers, detrained at Selma, Alabama, 
without incident at approximately 6:45 p.m. A short 
meeting was held at the Brown Chapel Church after their 
return to Selma. The crowd dispersed at approximately 
9:^5 p.m. 

Racial demonstrators spent the night at 
Camp Site No. 1 approximately seven miles east of 
Selma, Alabama, off Highway 80 East. 

At 5:42 a.m., March 22, 1965 , the demonstrators 
started camp activity, food being brought in by truck. 

At 8:04 a.m., the demonstrators formed 
eight abreast, and marched to Highway 80 East, where they 
turned en route to Montgomery, Alabama. Approximately 
three hundred to four hundred demonstrators made up 
this group, marching eight abreast in the west-bound lane 
of Highway 80 East. The east-bound lane remained open 
for traffic. The group was led by Pr. Martin Luther 
King, Jr.; Reverend Andrew Young; Reverend James Bevel; 
and Reverend Ralph Abernathy, all of SCLC; and James 
Lewis of SNCC. These leaders had spent the night at the

Carloads and truckLcads of civil rights workers 
from the Brown Chapel AKE Church, Selma, Alabama, left 
the church periodically and joined the march and at 10:27 
a.m., the march consisted of 4pl civil rights workers 
plus an additional 150 civil rights workers in staff auto 
mobiles and trucks with about 100 newsmen covering the 
march. 


At 10:55 a.m., civil rights workers stopped for 
a break. This break was taken immediate^^i^front of a 
white residence occupied by oneHHHHH^HVat Tyler, 
Alabama. During this break, Reveren^anarewYoung, SCLC 
staff, was observed giving Instructions to the civil 
rights workers. Young stated when the march reached the 
two-lane highway approximately fear and one-tenth miles 
from the rest point the marchers would be cut down to 
tiTE hundred. The Negro marchers complained, stating they 
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wanted to walk the entire distance and that If anyone 
was to be cut from the march, it should be the white 
people present, as this was r, a Negro march." 

Reverend Young, however, disagreed for the first reason 
that the white people "meanprotection for us," as 
the military and United States Government employees 
would give better protection with the white people 
present and further that the whites have beei in the 
civil rights movement since the beginning and it would 
be unfair to delete them from the march. 

It was also noted that Camp Site No. 2 was 
located approximately twenty-three miles from Selma, 

Alabama, at Steel’s field. This particular piece of 
property is owned by Rosa Steele, a Negro female, and 
consists of approximately fifteen acres located on 
Highway 80 East. 

At 11:30 a.m., the civil rights workers were 
preparing the site for the camp. The mobile health 
center donated by the International Ladies Garment 
Workers Union was also observed to be under construction 
on this site. 

At 12:10 p.m., the civil rights marchers 
were approaching the two-lane pavement of Highway 80 
East. The civil rights demonstrators were some thirteen 
miles east of Selma, Alabama, near the Dallas County 
Road 19. The group continued to be led by Dr. Martin Luther 
King, Jr., and Reverend Ralph Abernathy. Also In the 
front ranks of this march were Reverend Andrew Young and 
two unidentified white ministers. Major General Carl C. 
Turner was observed walking near the head of the column 
of marchers. 
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At 12:45 p.m., Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr.', 
completed a press conference held during the time 
that the racial demonstrators were taking rest breaks. 
He said, "The finding of six bombs (recently) In 
Birmingham, Alabama, Is a ghastly manifestation of 
force In Alabama. Alabama has developed into an 
Island of terror. Violence Is aided and abetted by 
officers in Alabama.” King was also heard to state 
that on Thursday, March 25* 1965* at noon on the 
Capitol grounds at Montgomery, Alabama, a milestone 
In democracy will be reached. 

At 1:46 p.m., it was observed that racial 
demonstrators were lined up, three abreast, on the 
left lane of Highway 80 East facing traffic. The 
civil rights vehicles accompanying the march were 
using the right lane of Highway 80 East. 


At 2:03 p.m. the march was temporarily halted 
at the Old Creek Bridge to direct traffic, which ulti¬ 
mately resulted in thirty-one cars being Immobile. 

At 2:18 p.m. a detachment of Military Police 
(MP) conducted a ,f head count” of the marchers. It 
was determined that at that time there were 308 civil 
rights marchers and of this number 22 were white. 

At 5*36 p.m«, CST, the head of the column 
of racial demonstrators arrived at Camp Site No. 2. 

At 5:40 p.m., all of the marchers in the civil 
rights demonstration were at the camp site. 


There was no mass meeting held at the camp 
site on the night of March 22, 1965. 

IHMHHIiHHIHilHHHV advised that 
Camp Site No. 3 was to be at the 32-mile mark, making 
it eleven miles that the marchers would march on 
March 23* 1965* The camp site would be a pasture on 
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At 9i35 a.m., March 23, 19&5, the marchers 
took their first break at a point near a dirt road, 
twenty-five miles from Selma, Alabama. 


At 9:37 a.m.. Reverend James Bevel, SCLC, 
joined the march. 



At 10 a.m., March 23, 1965, the marchers con¬ 
tinued their march toward Montgomery in a heavy down¬ 
pour of rain. Reverend Andrew Young made a request of 
military authorities to camp the night of March 23, 1965, 
on Highway 80 East, the reason for the request being 
that the extremely heavy rain had made a quagmire out of 
Camp Site No. 3. 

By individual count of Hi12 a.m., March 23, 
1965, there were 291 civil rights workers actively 
engaged in this march. 

At 11s31 a.m., the marchers stopped near 
Lowndesboro, Alabama, for a rest break. 

The marchers stopped for the noonday lunch at 
12:08 p.m., at a point twenty-nine and four tenths miles 
east of Selma, Alabama, on Highway 80 East. 

At 12:30 p.m.. Acting Assistant Attorney General 
John Doar, advised that the marchers would maintain Camp 
Site No. 3 as previously scheduled and would not camp 
directly on Highway 80 East. 
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At 2:11 p.m., the civil rights marchers turned 
into Camp Site No. 3. The camp site is located at the 
Intersection of a dirt road and Highway 80 East, 
thirty-two and seven tenths miles east of Selma, Alabama. 
Due to the extreme heavy rainfall during the day, this 
camp site was a "sea of mud."

Originally formed In 1961 as a Montgomery, Alabama, 
Chapter of the National States Rights Party (NSRP), the 
ASRP became Independent from the NSRP and separately Incorporated 
under the laws of Alabama In June, 19^3* after a basic policy 
disagreement vi th NSRP leaders, particularly EDWARD R. FIELDS 
of Birmingham, Alabama. The stated purpose of the ASRP is to 
"re-establish States Sovereignty" and "resist communism and 
racial amalgamation" and to function as a political paty.

Based on a review of the 25 letters received, it is apparent that the 
history teacher has assigned his or her students to write to Mr. Hoover or the FBI 
to obtain information to verify the statements m^de by Congressman Dickinson and/or 
to obtain information regarding possible communist background of Martin Luther King 
and his associates involved in the march from Selma to Montgomery, Alabama. The 
students raise such questions as: Is it true King has been associated with 60 different 
communist-front organizations ? Did the Federal Government give money to support 
the march to Montgomery? K so, how did they justify it? Is there any truth to the 
comments and accusations made by Congressman-Dickinson? Can you substantiate

or disprove Congressman Dickinson’s charges? What are the facts about the Selma 
to Montgomery march? What is being done to prevent immoral acts between Negroes 
and whites during the march to Montgomery, Alabama, from happening again? If 
King is a communist, why does our Government back such a person? If King is not 
a communist, prove it by having an investigation of him. 
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The contents of the students’ letters indicate they are convinced of the 
accuracy of Congressman Dickinson’s comments and now seek verification to comply 
with an assignment made by their history teacher. The questions are such that they 
must, in accordance with current policy, be answered with a ’’files confidential” 
reply. It is most presumptuous on the part of the teacher for him or her to instruct 
knl students to send individual letters with the same type questions when one letter 
written in behalf of the class would have been more logical and would certainly have 
served the purpose. It seems pointless to send 25 ’’files confidential” replies to 
one school; rather, it is believed advisable to send one communication to the 
principal of this school advising him that the FBI has received these letters and that 
while the FBI would like to be of service, the confidential nature of our files pursuant 
to regulations of the Department of Justice precludes the Director’s answering the 
numerous questions raised by the students of the 4th and 6th period American History 
and the Sociology class«y.

Relative to the attached teletype from Mobile 
concerning the alleged sex orgies which took place during 
demonstrations in Alabama, I discussed with the Director 
the fact that we had a letter from Congressman Dickinson 
asking for a report from the Bureau concerning these 
incidents, and that we are replying by advising the 
Congressman that our files are confidential. 


I discussed with the Director whether Mr. DeLoach 
should deliver this letter to Congressman Dickinson and 
find out what photographs the Congressman has, and perhaps , 
get copies of them. The Director felt it was undesirable 
to talk to Congressman Dickinson because he would imme¬ 
diately announce that he was interviewed by the FBI and 
that the FBI is checking into this situation; rather, the 
letter to Congressman Dickinson should be sent by messenger. 


It is desired that a letter be prepared to the AG 
and the White House, showing the inquiry by Congressman 
Dickinson and our reply, and also setting forth the 
information we have, as reflected in the attached teletype. 
It should show that, of course, we cannot vouch for the 
accuracy of this information, and as the FBI was not 
policing these demonstrations and marches, we have no 
personal information concerning the alleged incidents.

By letter dated 4/16/65 Congressman William L. Dickinson, 
from Alabama, elected to Congress in November, 1964, requested that the Director 
send him whatever information the FBI has in its files on Dr. Martin Luther King and 
particularly any information pertaining to Dr. King’s affiliations with communists and 
communist-front groups. Also, he desires data on the Southern Christian Leadership 
Conference and the Southern Conference Education Fund. Also he indicates he would 
be very much interested in seeing the reports of FBI Agents which concern the demon¬ 
strations and the march from Selma to Montgomery. He states that Alabama papers 
stated there we e about 100 FBI Agents in Alabama in this connection. Also he refei^ 
to his recent speech on the Floor of the House of Representatives on the connection^ 
between recent civil rights demonstrations in Alabama and the Communist Parts 


A copy of the remarks by Congressman Dickinson on the Floor dFyS 
House of Representatives on 3-30-65 is attached. y ^ 

Briefly, Congressman Dickinson spoke concerning the , march fro m 
Selm a to Montgomery, Alabama, and alleged that the press failed to report immoral ‘ 
activities'engaged in by the marchers. He called attention to communist sympathizers 
associated with the march and identified them as Carl Braden, Abner Berry, James 
Peck, Bayard Rustin and Martin Luther King. He also referred to others who have a 
security-risk background. In this regard he stated that the U. S. Government knows 
all these facts; that the FBI has a file on ’'King Martin Luther," and on the others / 
he mentioned and said "the Government helped promote the occurrences in Alabama." 

I He alleged that Government officials participated in such activities and that the 
1 Justice Department assisted in their promotion, all with the knowledge and consent 
of the President. Also included is an affidavit of Karl Prussion, signed 9-28-63, :

line with the Director’s policy of having new members of Congress contacted where 
advisable, Special Hobson H. Adcock of your (Mr. DeLoach) office visited Congress¬ 
man Dickinson on 2-24-65. Dickinson was very cordial, was most appreciative of 
the contact, indicated heknav very little about FBI jurisdiction and asked a number 
of questions in connection with FBI responsibilities in civil rights. He indicated he 
would be most willing to cooperate with the Bureau in matters of mutual interest 
and that he was most grateful for the contact. 

OBSERVATIONS: 

Martin Luther King, of course, has had his name linked with numerous 
communist-front groups and the Southern Christian Leadership Conference, as well 
as the Southern Conference Education Fund. The Southern Christian Leadership 
Coherence (SCLC) is headed by Martin Luther King, Jr. It is currently under 
investigation to determine the extent of its communist infiltration, domination and 
control. The Southern Conference Educational Fund (SCEF) is the successor 
organization to the Southern Conference for Human Welfare, cited in the ’’Guide to 
Subversive Organizations and Publications” as a communist front by the HCUA in 
1947. The SCEF is the subject of a current Bureau security investigation. 

It is believe4 in accordance with existing policy, that it would be 
advisable to inform the Congressman that the confidential nature of FBI files pursuant 
to regulations of the Department of Justice precludes the Director's responding 
favorably to the reopiest of Congressman Dickinson. 

RECOMMENDATION: 

It is recommended that the attached letter advising the Congressman 
of the confidential nature of FBI files be approved and thereafter—potsseBatty delivered 
by special messenger.-

On April 20, 1965 , "The Volunteers," Post Office 
Box 1774, Montgomery, Alabama, held a public meeting at 
the supply yard -of the Hammond Plumbing and Heating Company, 
Montgomery, Alabama. A notice appeared in the April 20, 

1965 , issue of the Montgomery Advertiser , daily newspaper 
published in Montgomery7 Alabama, that the meeting would 
be held in the State Administration Building at 7:00 PM. 

The notice on the door of the State Administration Building 
at 7:00 PM, indicated that the meeting place had been 
changed to the supply yard of the Hammond Plumbing and Heating 
Company. 

The meeting was opened at 7:18 PM by Robert P. 
McCormick, Jr., and a ten minute movie titled "Civil Rights 
or Civil War," by Dan Smoot, Post Office Box 9538, Lakewood 
Station, Dallas, Texas, was shown. Jack Hornaday then 
explained to those assembled that the use of the State 
Office Building facilities had been cancelled by a State 
official at the last minute and the only reason given to 
Hornaday was that the meeting was controversial. Hornaday 
then asked if anyone wanted to speak. Mrs. Asa W. Allen 
got up and told the group that her 17 -year-old daughter 
had been involved with Student Non-Violent Coordinating 
Committee (SNCC) demonstrators and that she, Mrs. Allen did 
not approve. A color movie was shown. This movie was 
taken in Montgomery on the last day of the Selma to Montgomery 
March and all scenes were of the downtown Montgomery area 
depicting marchers and National Guardsmen. The showing 
lasted about 25 minutes; however, the film appeared to be 
only about 10 minutes in length. The projectionist kept 
running the film backward and forward and stopping the film 
on numerous occasions. The assembled group was estimated 
to be from 1500 to 2000 in number, all white, mostly adult. 
After the meeting donations were solicited and printed matter 
was distributed. It is noted that the Selma to Montgomery March 
was conducted March 21 to 25, 1965, under the leadership of 
Martin Luther King. .

The first demonstration 
was on March 18, 1965* the march being from the square of 
downtown Montgomery to the steps of the State Capitol Building. 
Fred H. Brassell was master of ceremonies. Speakers included 
Robert P. McCormick, Master Motors, Montgomery, Fred Gardner, 
Capitol Motors, Montgomery and Attorney J. B. Stoner of 
Atlanta, Georgia. Some signs in the parade bore the letters 
"NSRP" for the National States Rights Party. Brassell 
said that he is state chairman of the Organization for 
Better Government which he said was chartered in 1962. He 
admitted being a former'member of the NSRP and claims to 
be interested only in preventing violence. He stated that 
J. B. Stoner had not been invited to the demonstration. 


The second demonstration by this group was on 
March 20, 1965, consisting of a march from Crampton Bowl 
in Montgomery to the Federal Building for'the stated purpose 
of protesting Federal assistance in Negro demonstrations.

and the Constitution 


For the first time since 
federal troops were mobilized 
in connection with racial 
disorders—i n Arkansas in 
1957, in Mississippi in 1962, 
and in Alabama in 1965—the 
President of the United States 
has acted in full conformity 
with the Constitution. For in 
the present instance the 
governor of a state has made 
a formal request for the help 
of federal forcesi-something 
which was absent on all 
previous occasions. 

The Constitution is explicit 
on the point. 

It says that federal troops 
are to be supplied as protec- 
t i o n “against domestic 
violence” only when the 
governor or the legislature of 
a state requests military 
force. Oddly enough. Gov. 
George Wallace of Alabama ip 
May, 1963, specifically called 
this to me attention of the 
White H'wse and later sought 
a rulW from the Supreme 
Court, pointing out that 
neither he nor the legislature 
had made any request for the 
use of federal troops to deal 
with the racial disturbances 
or to carry out school-deseg¬ 
regation orders in his state. 

The reply madfe at the time 
was that the troops were 
merely mobilized as a pre¬ 
cautionary warning. Since the 
troops were not actually 
called to the scene of the 
potential trouble, the supreme 
court refused to rule on the 
question of constitutionality. 

Most Americans are 
unfamili ar with the fact that 
in 1957—and in 1962 and in 
1963 and today—the chief 
executive has been forbidden 
by law to use federal troops 
even to enforce a federal 
court order. For Congress in 
August of 1857, by unanimous 
vote, repealed the statute 
which had authorized a 
president to use federal troops 
“in (the execution of judicial 
profess." 

Sen. Willis Robertson of 
Virginia, in a speech to the 

TOP CUPPING c- 
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Senate on Oct. 14, 1957, 
pointed out that this previous¬ 
ly had been “the only express 
authorization” in law for the 
use of federal troops in 
carrying out a count order. He 
declared that, when the law 
was repealed, anyone who 
wilfully used troops fpr such a 
purpose was subject under 
another statute to a jail 
sentence as well as a fine. 

The erroneous belief that 
federal troops can legally be 
used to enforce a court order 
bas long prevailed, but the 
president is obligated to 
utilize only federal marshals 
to “execute the judicial 
process.” U.S. marshals can 
arrest anyone interfering with 
the carrying out of a court 
order. 

If arrests are resisted and 
“domestic violence” results, 
even if a state’is then unwill¬ 
ing or unable to give im¬ 
mediate protection to the 
marshals, it is nevertheless 
deemed necessary that re¬ 
liance on the processes of 
the court be continued— 
namely, contempt proceedings 
and jail sentences. 

Under the Constitution, the 
government can send what¬ 
ever military forces may be 
needed into any of the states 
to “protect each of them 
against invasion.” Whenever 
there is “domestic violence," 
the Constitution authorizes the 
president also to provide 
protection—which could 
include the calling out of the 
state militia or use of federal 
forces—but this applies only 
“on application of the legisla¬ 
ture, or the executive when 
the legislature cannot be 
convened.” 

Governor Wallace Jast week 
wisely transferred to the 
federal government re¬ 
sponsibility for maintenance 
of public order in Alabama in 
die present circumstances. He 
was acting in accordance with 
die Constitution in doing so. 

President Johnson plainly 


didn't like the transfer and 
showed his irritation over it at 
his Saturday press confer¬ 
ence. But the fact is that the 
Alabama governor was taking 
a course which he believed 
would avert a possible loss of 
life or injury to citizens. For 
as long as the Alabama 
authorities were using their 
own police the chances of 
incitement to violence and of 
disorder that could get out of 
band were greater than would 
be the case with federal 
forces in charge. 

While the Alabama gover¬ 
nor spoke of monetary 
considerations as having 
motivated bis request and that 
of the state’s legislature, it Is 
obvious that Alabama did not 
want to undertake Aither the 
responsibility or the expense 
of protecting thousands of 
marchers oyer a 50-mile 
stretch Of highway when there 
was actually an “invasion” by 
thousands of citizens from 
other states who were bent 
upon showing their scorn for 
the people and the authority 
of the State of Alabama. 

Past experience has shown 
that there were possibilities of 
serious disturbances arising 
out of the march from Selma 
t o Montgomery. However 
much the governor of Ala¬ 
bama or the President of the 
United States may dislike the 
fact that troops have had to 
be mobilized, it was the only 
solution in the circumstances. 

For what the nation is 
dealing with today is the 
problem erf “domestic viol- 
e n c e ” incited by street 
demonstrations and “march¬ 
ers” which are described by 
their supporters as “nonvi¬ 
olent” and “peaceable” but 
which, in the face of the 
bitterness of feeling now 
existing not only in the South 
but in other parts of the 
country, have already resul¬ 
ted in death and—sa r wu s 
injury to innocent persons.

The March Begins 


' 'ftir - f l rBt day of the march to/ ^ 
Montgomery went off quietly enough. 
Some 3,000 marchers, fewer than ex¬ 
pected, streamed out of Selma under 
the protection of an equal number 
of federal troops or federalized guards¬ 
men. Since only 300 marchers will con¬ 
tinue the Journey today, the armed force 
should be more than ample to provide 
protection as the procession moves 
through the swampy area on a two- 
lane road — where the demonstrators 
will be most vulnerable to attack. 

It has been said that President 
Johnson’s decision to use federal troops 
was similar to that of President Eisen¬ 
hower in Little Rock, and to that of 
President Kennedy in Oxford, where 
United States marshals were employed. 
This is not accurate, for in both Little 
Rock and "Oxford final orders of the 
Supreme Court were being violently 


resisted by street mobs. The soldiers 
and the marshals were needed to sup¬ 
press domestic violence. 

In Alabama, the protection is in 
anticipation of possible violence, which 
carries the concept of federal interven¬ 
tion a step further. But the discovery 
of five dynamite bombs in Birmingham 
suggests the fear is by no means an; 
idle one. Furthermore, the Selma-to -i 
Montgomery march is being conducted; 
under authority of a federal court 
order. If Alabama’s Governor Wallace, 
refused to provide protection, and he 
did refuse, it was the duty of the 
federal government to take over this 
function. And while the force used 
in relation to the number of marchers 
is large, it would have been foolish 
to have assumed responsibility" for 
protection, and then to have kept it 
inadequate.

It is ag|i^st the tradition of this coun¬ 
try that any group of people should need 
to stage a march to gain their constitu¬ 
tional rights. 

It is against the tradition of this coun- 
tiy that the right of assembly and pro¬ 
test should require the protection of the 
Federal military forces. 

But Negroes, deprived of their right 
to vote, along with other degradations, 
have chosen to walk from Selma to 
Montgomery, Ala., to dramatize their 
grievances. And have been joined by 
thousands from around the country, 
black and white, many of distinguished 
repute. 

And President Johnson, through the 
default of Alabama state officials, has 
been required to supply thousands of 
troops, U. S. marshals and FBI agents 
to prevent a repetition of the beatings 
and brutality inflicted by state police 
and possemen on a previous attempt to 
march. 

There whs no choice: The court order 
sanctioning the march "must be 
obeyed,’? as the President said. Citizen 
rights “must be protected.” 

As this was written, the march was 
under way peacefully and solemnly. 


And all the country, regardless^ofper- 
sonal opinion otherwise, surely will be 
anxiously hoping that the march may , 
end as it began, “in a manner honor- ! 
ing our heritage and honoring all for ; 
which America stands,” as Mr. John- j 
son said. 

But obviously only the most alert ac¬ 
tion by the security forces ordered up 
by the President will prevent an inci¬ 
dent which could set off another round 
of frightful trouble. The bombs found , 
planted in Negro establishments in Bir- j 
mingham—including a church, a school f 
and a funeral home—were a clear warn- \ 
ing of the vicious hatred still prevailing . 
in that strife-torn area. 

Now that it has started, we think all: 
Americans should pray that the march '< 
is completed successfully, that it will 
.help gain not only voting rights, but; 
other equalities for those who have 
been denied them. And that no longer 
will marches and pickets and demon¬ 
strations be needed as a means of mak¬ 
ing just grievances heard and redressed. 

“A nation is molded,” Mr. Johnson 
said, “by the tests that its people meet 
and master.” V 

May this test be met and mastered, 
in the best traditions of law and order. ■

March leaders 
said they must make up the 
distance lost yesterday because 
of a lata start. The marchers 
made, only bight miles 
yesterday. 

Federal Judge Frank Johnson 
stipulated In his 'court order 
permitting the 50-mile march 
that it must be completed in 
five days. Deadline for reach¬ 
ing Montgomery is 4 p.m. EST 
Thursday. 

Four thousand persons began 
the walk from a church in 
Selma yesterday to the jeers of 
groups of whites closely 
watched by carbine-bearing 
soldiers. 

But only around 800 pitched 
camp on the farm of Negro 
David Hall last night. The 
remainder were transported 
back to Selma.

King Leads Way 
To Montgomery; 
Some Jeers Met

EN ROUTE TO MONTGOM¬ 
ERY, Ala. — The long-awaited, 
and long dreaded, civil rights 
inarch on Montgomery went 
into a second peaceful day 
today. 

At dawn, after a night in 
below-freezing temperatures, 
the marchers were up and 
ready to move. They huddled 
around makeshift fires, stamped 
their feet, clapped their hands 
and sang freedom songs. 

They jjpsk^'camp at 8 a.m. 
(Washington time), following 
breakfast and a prayer service. 
By 8:30 a.m. they were back; 
onto Route 80 heading east 
toward Montgomery. They were 
' led again by the Rev. Dr. 
Martin Luther King Jr. 

Dr. King and his weary 
marchers reached the end of the 
wide, four-lane portion of the 
highway, 13 miles out of Selma 
about noon. 

Troops Direct Traffic 

.For the second straight day, 
the marchers, whose ranks had 
decreased to 300 to meet the 
stipulations of a federal judge’s 
order, were protected by federal 
troops.

Dr. Martin Luther King Jr. 
and his non-violent civil rights 
army awoke in a cow pasture 
this morning under the 
[ watchful eye of federal troops 
standing guard in nearby 
fields. 

When the first of the weary 
marchers filed into the 
pasture at 6 p.m. yesterday 
(Washington time) they were 
applauded by a group of 
ministers and volunteers who 
had set up the first night’s 
camp. J 

Some marchers^ chanted 
“We Are Soldj/rs in the 
. Army” and "Ain’t Nobody 
Going to Turn Me Round” as 
many of them dropped to the 
cold, damp ground to rest 
from their 7.3-mile walk. 

The several thousand who 
walked from Selma milled 
about the camp inspecting the 
four huge circus-type tents, 
stumbling over sleeping bags 
and blanket rolls and standing 
in line to use the several 
mobile latrines. 

A gasoline-powered genera- 
' tor hummed above the 
conversational din as it 
manufactured electric power 
for the naked bulbs strung in 
the tents. Two of the tents 
were Army canvas duck, one 
■ was a bright orange and 
; another a bright blue. Gaso- 
,1 line-fired space heaters 
! roared as they forced heat 
' into two of the tents. 

A mobile trailer, parked in 
the center of the compound, 
served as headquarters for 
staff members of th a Southern 
Christian Leadership Confer¬ 
ence and the SZudent Non- 
Violent Coonfinanng Commit¬ 
tee, sponsors of toe pilgri¬ 
mage to the state capitol in 
Montgomery to dramatize the 
Negro fight to gain the ballot 
in Alabama.

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Supper—served on paper 
plates and in plastic cups 
after the supply of plates was ' 
exhausted—consisted of 
spaghetti and meat sauce, i 
green beans, apple sauce, < 
bread and margarine and 
warm coffee. The food was 
dished Army chow-line style 
from shiny new corrugated 
metal cans, ’c . j 

Breakfast today consisted 
of oatmeal, toast, jelly and 
coffee. 

The camp was a busy, 
friendly place. March direc¬ 
tors distributed plastic air 
mattresses and later recalled 
and reissued them when it 
was discovered that ineligi- 
bles had received them and 
some enterprising yduths had 
gotten as many as three. 

As night approached and the 
temperature dropped toward 
the predicted two/ degrees 
above freezing, several 
thousand persons who had 
walked the first phase of the 
march crowded onto the 
surface of toe hard country 
road beside the pasture to 
hitch rides into Selma or 
Montgomery. Others waited 
patiently for buses which 
ferried them back to their

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Continued From Page A-l 
homes or near where they had 
parked their cars. Some 
waited -for relatives and 
friends who had followed the 
column to pick them up in 
private automobiles. 

The adults—ministers, nuns 
and veterans of the South’s 
civil rights fight—talked of the 
march from Selma. Without 
exception, they felt it was the 
movement’s “greatest shining 
hour," as one nun expressed 
it. 

Sister Patrice of the Im¬ 
maculate Heart of Mary at 
San Mateo, Calif., and Sister 
Mary Leoline of the Sisters of 
Charity of Blessed Virgin 
Mary at Kansas City, both 
! said they were/iinpressed with 
the march. “3(ne walking was 
somewhat tough for me but I 
am going to walk some more 
tomorrow,” said Sister Mary. 

A priest said he was 
shocked at the comments 
shouted by white spectators as 
the column moved along 


Highway 80 toward Montgom¬ 
ery. At one point, he said, a 
white woman referred to nuns 
as “those de-virgined nuns” 
and another woman scorned a 
group of priests by remarking 
“anybody can buy those 
collars.” 

Robert Crawford, 23-year- 
old sophomore at Ohio State 
University, wore Ralph 
Bunche’s woolen scarf which 
be said he was to return to 
the United Nations under¬ 
secretary Wednesday., 

“He told me he wanted the 
scarf to make the 50-mile 
journey and since I was 
walking the entire distance I 
should wear it and return it to 
him when he rejoined us 
Wednesday morning,” said 
Crawford. 

The Rev. Theodore Gill of 
the Presbyterian Seminary at 
San Francisco led a contin¬ 
gent of 60 seminarians to the 
demonstrations. His group, he 
said, formed the nucleus of 
the 125-man force which takes 
down and sets up the camp 
daily. 

“Forty of them got off the 
bus this morning after a two- 
and-a-half-day ride from the 
West Coast and found them¬ 
selves clearing the manure 
from this pasture and building 
an earthen bridge from the 
highway to the pasture so 
support vehicles could get to 
the campsite," he said. 

One of the seminarians, 
John Nipper, was slugged “by 
one of these Alabama home¬ 
growns" when he got out of a 
car to take a picture of the 
line of marchers, Mr. Gill 
reported. 

; Four New York City social 
workers talked about the first 
day of the protest march as 
they enjoyed a smoke outside 
one of^be'fents. 

WScfe Sears, a psychiatric 
social worker, said “it was a 
great American experience 


and the thing that was so very 
impressive was how very 
young the Negro leaders are.” 

For Jack Williams, the 
march was "the most reli¬ 
gious experience I’ve ever 
had" and his wife, Joyce, said 
the march was “an umbrella 
of love being raised by the 
civil rights movement. ... A 
ray of sunshine that will lead 
America.” 

Nobody grumbled. Nobody 
was dissatisfied with the food, 
sleeping arrangements or the 
weather. 

Dr. King probably was the 
most pleased of all. He sat in 
the darkness in a car with his 
top aides and planned today’s 
effort to march another 14 
miles or so of what youngsters 
are beginning to describe as 
“the journey out of the 
darkness into the promised 
land.” i 

The marchers’ security 
force of ministers and lay¬ 
men, with white bands on 
their arms, manned strategic 
posts at the entrance to the 
pasture and the area sur¬ 
rounding the tents.

MONTGOMERY, Ala.—Racial antagonism caused a five-hour 
train delay of 117 civil rights advocates at Atlanta, Ga., yester¬ 
day, Edward Hailes, executive director of the District NAACP, 
said today. 

He was in charge of a delegation en route from Washington to 
join today’s civil rights demon-' 
stration here. Hie group was 
traveling aboard- a Southern 
Railway train that was stalled 
in Atlanta when the operating 
crew that was to take it to 
Montgomery failed to report for 
work. 

- Meanwhile, a second special 
“Freedom Train” from Wash¬ 
ington—this one carrying about 
300 demonstrators—left Wash¬ 
ington’s Union Station yesterday 
for Montgomery. The 10-car 
train was due to arrive here 
about 9 a.m. (Washington time). 

Discussing yesterday’s 
Incident at Atlanta, Hailes said 
that “a man identified himself 
to me as A. P. McElroy, 
passenger agent for the Atlanta 
& West Point Railroad (the 
carrier between Atlanta and 
Montgomery), told me to get 
the people off at Atlanta,” after 
the train pulled in about 2:30

Hailes said McElroy told him 
that the “crew just refused to 
handle the train.”

Prize winner, who led the 
rally today with the Rev. Dr.

“I. see that Ralph Bunche, 
the United Nations man, was 
here,” said Wallace. ■‘He’s sup¬ 
posed to be defending us 
against Communists but today 
he was consorting with known 
Communists.” 

Only a few minutes earlier 
two Negro leaders, John Lewis j 
of the Student Nonviolent Co¬ 
ordinating Committee and ■

Dr. King struck the theme 
of “We’re on the move now” 
as a sequel to his theme of “I 
had a dream” in his speech 
in the March on Washington.

“We’re on the move now and 
no burning churches can de¬ 
ter iis . ..” 

He advocated all-out at¬ 
tacks on segregated housing 
and - s ch o ol s, on poverty and 
ballot boxes “until the Wal¬ 
laces of our nation tremble 
away in silence."

The procession was 
greeted with general silence ‘ 
as it moved, through a white 
residential section toward the 
Capitol. ' o . 

Federalized Alabama Na-j 
tional Guardsmen, called out. 
to protect the marchers when 
Wallace refused, regular Army 
Military Police and city po¬ 
lice were everywhere along 
the route and in full force 
at the rally site at the Capitol. 

Religious representation pre¬ 
dominated among the march- i 
ers who carried state flags, 
American flags, flight bags j 
and suitcases with them.
